Important studies have been made by trie "United States 


Bureau of Education recently of rural teaching staffs in a num- 
ber of states.

He thinks that the time will never 
come when the human race will subsist entirely on factory 
made food, manufactured out of air, water and carbonic gas,

'are physically, for Dr. Hendrick contends, the components of 
the natural foods are essentials in the building of the human 
•body and no substitutes will ever be found. 


Our internal organs, he contends, are so constructed that if

ness of foods our physical system would soon collapse. But
